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ing  gaud  that  Imperial  vain-g^ory  has 
reared  in  these  modem  times. 

We  left  Paris  by  rail  last  evening,  and 
awoke  to  see  the  banks  of  the  Saone — 
aronnd  Macon — shining  softly  in  the  snn* 
light.  One  of  the  finest  features  of  the 
day’s  ride  was  the  picturesque  Lake 
Bourgel,  which  stretches  for  twelve  miles 
beside  the  railway  from  Chambery  in  old 
Savoy.  If  a  Walter  Scott  or  a  Byron 
had  ever  sung  it  into  fame,  it  would  rank 
with  Leman  or  Loch  Lomond.  At  noon 
we  came  in  view  of  the  snow-crowned 
Alp»  1  We  reverently  took  off  our  hats 
in  presence  of  these  everlasting  monarchs 
of  the  mountains.  We  rolled  into  the 
wonderful  Mont  Cenis  tunnel  at  four  P.  M. 
and  thundered  through  it  with  no  little 
reverberation.  The  air  was  perfectly 
pure  through  the  whole  nine  miles  of 
black  darkness.  After  thirty-five  minutes 
we  ran  out  into  the  daylight,  amid  the 
cheers  of  the  passengers,  and  looked  back 
on  the  snow-mountain  <Aove  ns  with  a 
strange  awe  and  delight.  The  valleys 
of  Piedmont  are  green  with  the  young 
verdure.  Turin  is  bright  to-night  in  all 
its  well-lighted  arcades;  and  under  the 
roof  of  a  quaint  old  Italian  hostelrie,  I 
bid  my  readers  a  weary  “  good-night.” 
I  trust  that  my  next  epistle  may  be  lees 
hasty.  _ 


the  King  of  Italy,  she  began  an  era  of 
regeneration.  The  eity  is  more  popu¬ 
lous  now  than  it  was  ten  years  since  by 
several  ten  thousands. 

The  era  of  regeneration  has  not  been 
confined  to  things  material.  At  Florence 
it  was  very  pleasant  to  renew  acquaint¬ 
ance  with  the  Bov.  Dr.  Van  Nest,  whose 
whole  heart  and  soul  are  in  the  work  of 
Italy’s  evangelization.  The  American 
chapel,  under  his  guidance,  has  greatly 
prospered,  and  as  a  missionary  institute 
is  exerting  a  most  happy  and  vridely  ex¬ 
tended  influence. 

No  doubt  before  this  reaches  you.  Fa¬ 
ther  Qavazzi  and  Rev.  J.  B.  Thompson 
wiU  have  arrived  from  Italy,  and  will  be 
pleading  the  cause  of  Italian  evangeliza¬ 
tion  before  the  principal  communities 
of  America.  Through  these  brethren 
American  Christians  will  become  more 
fully  acquainted  with  the  “Free  Italian 
Church  ”  and  its  work,  than  before.  This 
Church  differs  from  the  Waldension  in 
being  less  homogeneous,  less  compactly 
organized,  and  less  strictly  definite  in  its 
doctrinal  statements.  Yet  it  makes  a 
warm  and  a  wide  appeal  to  the  sympa¬ 
thies  of  the  Italian  people,  and  is  the 
body  to  which  disaffected  Romanists  most 
readily  turn,  when  looking  for  a  home 
outside  of  the  pale  of  “  mother  Church.” 
The  Waldensians,  while  vigorously  pros¬ 
ecuting  a  missionary  work,  seeking  to 
leaven  the  entire  peninsula,  seem  unwill¬ 
ing  to  modify,  even  in  very  unessential 
particulars,  their  old  character,  with  a 
view  to  a  readier  and  fuller  commenda¬ 
tion  of  their  efforts  to  the  nation  at 
large.  They  cherish  their  own  noble  his¬ 
tory.  They  value  every  feature  of  their 
Church  constitution  and  usages,  which 
have  made  them  what  they  are.  And  to 
them  it  no  doubt  appears  to  be  a  first 
duty  to  preserve  these  from  all  change. 
This,  in  view  of  the  changed  circmn- 
stances  into  which  the  Church  is  now 
brought,  seems  unfortunate.  That  very 
inflexibility  which  was  the  strength  of

anee  conveyed  it  to  Odessa,  where  it  was 
reverentially  interred.  Last  year  being 
the  semi-centennial  of  their  independ¬ 
ence,  the  Greeks  brought  the  remains  to 
Athens.  A  rich  funeral  car  conveyed  the 
coffin  with  great  pomp  to  the  church  call¬ 
ed  the  old  Metropolis,  where  it  may  prob¬ 
ably  still  be  seen.  SO'  general  and  deep 
were  the  emotions  then  called  forth,  that 
many  of  the  Greek  Synod  contemplated 
^he  project  of  canonizing  the  martyr,  and 
were  only  restrained  by  a  vigorous  re¬ 
monstrance  from  the  liberal  party. 

The  new  marble  statue  has  been  erect¬ 
ed  at  the  expense  of  a  rich  Greek  of 
Alexandria.  Such  public-spirited  offer¬ 
ings  are  common  among  the  Greeks,  es¬ 
pecially  among  those  living  in  foreign 
countries.

EUROPK— n. 

TwaiB.  bALT,  Hay  Sd,  18TS. 

Weary  as  I  am,  I  must  attempt  to-night 
a  hayit  jotting  down  of  some  of  the  pleas¬ 
ant  mciduits  of  the  last  few  days.  My 
short  halt  in  London  was  very  delight- 
fuL  I  found  it  vastly  larger,  and  vastly 
more  attractive  than  at  my  last  visit. 
AUMie  aviUzed  world  pays  tribute  to 
London ;  and  all  the  roads  in  the  Dni- 
verse,  as  well  as  all  in  England,  lead  to  it 
A  drive  in  Hyde  Park  at  four  o’dlook  in 
the  afternoon  brought  before  me  more  of 
splendid  equipage,  more  beauty  and  more 
fine  horsemanship,  than  can  be  seen  any,- 
whsce  eke  in  Europe.  There  were  four 
Uncs  deep  of  equipages,  and  the  procession 
could  not  move  b^ond  a  alow  walk.  The 
new  monument  which  a  royal  widow’s 
heart  is  rearing  to  the  good  Prince  Al¬ 
bert  (opposite  the  “  Royal  Albert  Hall  ”) 
is  magnificent  beyond  description.  The 
Vidcria  SSnbanhnent  on  the  north  shore 
of  the  Thames  —  from  the  Parliament 
Houses  to  Blaekfriors  (new)  Bridge— is 
famishing  a  fashionable  drive  into  the 
old  city. 

One  of  my  pleasantest  hours  was  pass¬ 
ed  at  the  weekly  tea-meeting  of  brother 
Newman  Hall’s  elders,  at  Surrey  Chapel. 
All  their  official  business  is  transacted  at 
these  Monday  evening  gatherings,  over  a 
cup  of  tea.  Although  his  church  is  nom¬ 
inally  Congregational,  he  has  seven  elders 
whose  duties  are  similar  to  our  own.  At 
the  meeting  of  last  Monday  evening,  fif¬ 
teen  persons  were  received  into  the  mem¬ 
bership  of  the  church, — which  now  num¬ 
bers  1,400.  The  candidates  did  not  ap¬ 
pear  ;  but  as  the  pastor  and  one  elder  had 
pre-seen  and  conversed  with  each  candi¬ 
date,  they  were  received  on  the  favorable 
report  made  by  the  pastor  and  elder. 
There  is  no  public  admission  by  respond¬ 
ing  to  a  confession  of  faith  and  covenant; 
but  to  each  new  member  is  handed  a 
church-manual,  and  a  card  containing 
the  announcement  of  the  monthly  com¬ 
munion-seasons  with  a  coupon  attached 
for  each  month.  On  that  coupon  is  the 
number  which  each  member  bears  on  the 
church  register.  A  coupon  is  dropped 
into  a  collection-box  at  each  communion- 
season.  And  if  a  member  fails  thus  to 
report  himself  for  three  consecutive  sea¬ 
sons,  he  is  called  on  by  one  of  the  elders. 
In  this  way  Brother  Hall  keeps  track  of 
his  vast  membership — ^many  of  whom  be¬ 
long  to  the  humblest  of  the  working- 
classes.  What  a  glorious  work  he  is  do¬ 
ing! 


As  the  veil  was  lifted  from 
[  the  statue,  the  Prytanis  or  Rector  of  the 
University  made  a  short  address,  a  na¬ 
tional  hymn  was  sung,  and  then  the  poet 
of  the  day  was  introduced — Aristotle  Va- 
laorites.

I  INDIA  HELPING  UTAH. 

Sidt  Lake  City,  Maj  6, 1872. 

Bear  Evangelist : — Last  night  was  our 
missionary  meeting.  Our  subject  was  ‘The 
Christian  missions  of  India,  their  encour¬ 
agements  and  discouragements.  ’  It  was 
our  first  meeting  of  the  kind,  and  our 
people  were  very  much  interested.  Just 
after  the  benediction  was  pronounced, 
the  following  letter  was  put  into  my 
hand,  containing  a  draft  for  ten  rupees. 


,  LETTER  FROM  ROME. 

By  Bev.  M.  C.  Bart,  D.D. 

Bon,  April  20,  1872. 

Nice,  when  we  left  it  two  weeks  since, 
was  in  the  full  glory  of  Spring-time. 
Trees  were  encumbered  with  roses  ; 
hedges  were  covered  with  roses  ;  whole 
fields  blazed  with  roses,  waiting  to  be 
gathered  for  the  perfumeries.  The  orange 
groves,  still  showing  here  and  there  a 
sprinkling  of  ripe  golden  fruit,  were 
breathing  the  odors  of  fresh  blossoms  on 
every  breeze.  The  Mediterranean,  in  the 
brilliant  sunlight,  answered  to  the  blue 
sky  above  in  tints  more  cerulean  than 
ever.  Yet  Italy  was  before  us,  and  the 
prospect  of  Spring-time  in  that  country, 
and  of  a  visit  to  its  historic  ciries,  and  of 
a  sight  of  its  precious  treasures  of  Art, 
made  us  willing  even  to  leave  Nice. 

Railway  extensions  are  all  the  time  be¬ 
ing  made.  Even  in  these  old  lands,  and 
from  Nice  to  Gepoa,  we  came  by  the  new 
railway  which  runs  along  the  seaside. 
The  difficulties  encountered  in  the  con¬ 
struction  of  this  road,  may  be  judged  of 
from  the  one  fact  that  between  Nice  and 
Genoa  the  line  traverses  no  less  than  one 
hundred  tunnels.  Of  course  the  famous 
“  Comiche  Road,”  creeping  along  the 
mountain  side,  just  above  the  railway, 
will  now  be  comparatively  deserted  bv 


He  seemed  all  ab- 
His  words  glowed 
with  a  feeling  which  roused  even  the 
phlegmatic.  The  vivid  imagination  with 
which  he  brought  up  those  old  days  of 
anguish,  and  their  striking  contrast  with 
the  peaceful  present,  stirred  most  deeply 
the  hearts  of  the  vast  assembly.  In  his 
reply  to  the  thanks  voted  to  him  by  the 
University  council,  he  says  that  he  will 
cherish  a  life-long  remembrance  of  that 
day  when  he  had  the  privilege  of  present¬ 
ing  his  humble  tribute  to  those  immortal 
heroes  whose  blood  gave  their  nation  in¬ 
dependence.  At  the  close  of  the  exercis¬ 
es  the  King  proposed  a  zeto  lor  the  Greek 
nation  ;  and  as  the  royal  fam^ily  rose  to 
leave,  other  cheers  were  given  for  them, 
for  the  university,  &c.,  and  the  crowd 
gradually  dispersed. 

In  the  afternoon  a  dinner  was  given  in 
the  palace  to  the  surviving  soldiers  of  the 
revolution,  while  the  people  occupied 
the  remainder  of  their  holiday  in  prom¬ 
enading  and  riding  about  the  streets  and 
listening  to  the  music  in  the  public 
squares. 

The  same  day  being  the  festival  of  the 
Annunciation  of  the  Virgin  Mary,  wit¬ 
nessed  a  great  celebration  in  another 
part  of  the  kingdom,  on  thg  j^buid  of 
Tenos.  Here  there  has  been  for  many 
years  a  famous  convent,  and  an  annual 
gathering  of  devotees  to  witness  miracles 
of  healing.  The  story  is  that  on  a  Sun¬ 
day  morning  in  July,  1822,  a  nun  saw  in 
a  vision  the  Virgin  Mary,  who  sent  her 
to  a  commissioner  of  the  convent  with 
orders  to  build  a  handsome  church  in  a 
designated  field  under  great  threats  if  he 
disobeyed.  About  the  same  time  an  old 
man  in  the  city  was  commissioned  to 
carry  a  similar  message  with .  the 


My  Dear  Sir,  It  is  the  Sabbath.  After  the 
morning  services  in  our  little  chnrch  here,  in 
the  midst  of  heathen,  I  read  alond  to  my  hus¬ 
band  the  article  in  Thz  Evamoelist  of  Dec.  21, 

“  The  Oospel  in  the  valleys  of  the  Rocky  Moun¬ 
tains.”  Having  been  over  the  ground,  and 
seen  that  motley  mass  of  Mormon  women  in 
their  degradation,  the  reading  of  the  article 
brought  them  and  their  condition  so  vividly 
before  me  that  I  was  quite  ready  to  add  my 
sympathies  and  help  the  erection  of  an  evan¬ 
gelical  church  in  Salt  Lake  City,  that  it  might 
be  the  means  of  salvation  of  some  of  those 
wretched  women  ;  for  it  cannot  be  otherwise 
than  that  some  of  them  are  wretched  in  the 
extreme. 

And  this  Christian  lady,  who  has  given 
up  her  own  country  and  friends  to  carry 
the  Gospel  to  India,  sends  back  her  gift  of 
ten  rupees  that  the  Gospel  may  be  preach¬ 
ed  to  the  victims  of  Mormonism.  She 
says,  “  It  cannot  be  otherwise  than  that 
some  of  them  must  be  wretched  in  the  ex¬ 
treme,  ”  One  woman  said  to  the  writer 
the  other  day,  “For long  years  it  has 
been  an  unsolved  mystery  to  me,  why 
Ood  ever  allowed  any  such  trouble  an(L 
misery  as  the  poor  women  of  Utah  have’ 
been,  and  are  yet  compelled  to  bear ;  f<ur 
not  the  one-hundreth  part  of  what  they 
have  endured  and  suffered  will  ever  be 
known  except  to  themselves  and  God.” 
Another  said,  “  For  fifteen  long  yeats  I 
longed  to  see  again  the  inside  of  a  Pres¬ 
byterian  church;  and  during  those  yearn 
no  tongue  can  ever  express  what  anguish 
of  body  and  mind  I  endured,  when  my 
husband  proved  false  to  his  marriage 
vows,  and  I  was  compelled  to  brood  over 
and  feed  on  my  troubles  alone  ;  and  I 
prayed  and  prayed  without  ever  having 
my  prayers  answered,  imtil  my  faith  was 
shaken,  not  only  in  man,  but  in  God  and 
everything.”  Yes,  many  of  these  poor 
women  are  miserable,  as  their  own 
mouths  are  oftentimes  so  ready  to  wit¬ 
ness,  and  as  their  careworn  faces  so 
often  tell  in  unmistakable  language,  even 
though  their  lips  remain  sealed  foi  ever 
concerning  their  past  history.  What  has 
passed  can  never  be  remedied.  Hundreds 
of  graves  in  this  Territoiy  have  buried  in 
them  with  the  hearts  which  have  ce.ssed 
to  beat,  pathetic  stories  which  would  al¬ 
most  cause  a  tear  to  steal  down  the  face 
of  a  marble  statue. 


arsnips,  enaoie  tne  lacnlty  to  aid  young 
men  by  reducing  their  necessary  expenses 
for  board.  To-day  Lane  Seminary  is  one 
of  the  most  charming  of  retreats  for  a 
theological  student.  He  has  access  to  a 
large  and  very  rich  library,  and  the  use 
of  furnished  and  elegant  rooms. 

The  addition  of  Dr.  Thomas  to  the  fac¬ 
ulty  is  a  fine  success,  as  seen  in  his  popu¬ 
larity  in  his  classes.

Broad  Church  Synod. 

It  is  broad  territorially,  being  1500 
miles  long  by  an  average  width  of  367 
miles.  It  extends  along  the  Rocky  Moun¬ 
tains  from  the  British  Possessions  on  the 
north  to  Old  Mexico  on  the  south.  It 
separates  the  eastern  portion  of  the 
Church  from  the  western,  the  Atlantic 
Hlupu  and  Mississippi  Valley  fcom  the 
Pacific  Slope. 

It  covers  651,836  square  miles — an  area 
equal  in  extent  to  that  covered  by  twen¬ 
ty-seven  out  of  the  thirty-three  Synods 
of  the  Church  in  the  United  States.  It

"ilomeistOo  vast  and  grand  a  subject 
to  be  entered  on  in  the  end  of  a  letter.

Dr.  H.  S.  Patterson  of 
Glasgow  was  making  a  capital  speech.  I 
was  called  on  for  the  closing  address,  and

break  of  good  feeling.  I  set  down  two- 
thirds  of  that — at  least — to  the  growing 
cordiality  felt  by  the  best  people  of  Great 
Britain  towards  America.

An 
underground  sanctuary  was  finished,  when 
the  picture  was  discovered,  after  it  had 
been  cut  in  two  by  the  diggers.  It  show¬ 
ed  traces  of  fire,  and  it  was  conjectured 
that  the  church  had  been  burned  down 
at  the  invasion  of  the  Saracens  about 
A.  D.  860.  All  the  island  came  together 
to  see  and  venerate  the  relic,  and  the  dis¬ 
ease,  instead  of  being  thus  more  widely 
disseminated,  was  immediately  stayed, 
and  all  the  sick  recovered.  (Miracle  No. 
2.)  A  handsome  church  was  quickly  fin¬ 
ished,  and  to  accommodate  the  crowds 
of  visitors  and  worshippers,  houses  have 
been  built  around,  with  hospitals  for  the 
sick,  and  inns  for  the  poor.  Various

LETTER- FROM  GREECE. 

By  Prof.  Fisk  P.*  Brewer. 

Athens,  April  12,  1872. 
Greek  Independence-Day. — Modern  Miracles. 

Last  Saturday  was  the  Greek  independ¬ 
ence-day,  being  March  25th  according 
to  the  old  style.  Athens  had  been  full 
of  bustle  the  day  before  in  connection 
with  the  opening  of  the  new  parliament ; 
but  independence  was  celebrated  with  a  I 
variety  and  splendor  never  befoi’e  wit¬ 
nessed  in  this  beautiful  capital. 

After  the  sunrise  salute  of  artillery, 
which  shook  the  city  and  seemed  as  if  it 
would  never  cease,  the  exercises  of  the 
day  began  with  divine  service  at  10  o’clock 
at  the  principal  church,  the  Metropolis. 
The  middle  of  the  streets  was  kept  clear 
in  every  direction  by  the  military,  both 
infantry  and  cavalry,  between  whose  lines 
the  dignitaries  of  Church  and  State,  the 
beauty  and  the  chivalry  of  Athens,  rode 
up  to  the  church  in  glorious  display. 
The  King  and  Queen  came  of  course,  with 
their  princely  visitors,  the  Duke  and  Duch¬ 
ess  of  Mecklenburg.  The  King  and  Queen 
of  Denmark,  who  spent  the  Winter  here, 
left  some  weeks  ago.  The  Ministers  were 
present  in  citizen’s  dress,  adorned  with 
.medals  and  erosses  hanging  from  their 
left  breasts.  The  high  officers  of  army  and 
navy  in  uniform,  foreign  ambassadors  in 
all  their  gold  and  silver  tinsel,  bishops 
with  their  mitres  and  glittering  robes  of 
gol^  and  crimson,  formed  a  Ifrilliant  com¬ 
pany,  while  above  them  the  light  through 
richly  stained  windows  fell  on  huge  col¬ 
umns  and  sparkling  chandeliers.  The 
Greek  service  is  sung  or  chanted  by  male 
voices  alone,  the  sections  of  the  choir 
standing  with  the  priests  near  the  altar. 
Lighted  candles,  the  burning  of  incense, 
genuflexions  and  crossings  form  part  of 
the  ceremonies.  At  their  close  there  was 
a  general  shout  of  zeto— the  aged  bishop 
of  Athens  spoke  to  the  King  and  Queen 
— there  was  a  brief  interchange  of  salu¬ 
tations — and  then  all  paraded  out  of  the 
house. 

About  12  o’clock  the  notables  and  oth¬ 
er  citizens  convened  again  in  front  of  the 
University,  to  witness  the  uncovering  of 
the  statue  of  the  Patriarch  Gregory  Fifth. 
Gregory  was  Greek  patriarch  of  Constan¬ 
tinople  at  the  breaking  out  of  the  revolu¬ 
tion  in  1821.  As  soon  as  the  momentotis 
news  was  heard  in  Constantinople,  the 
enraged  Turks  seized  Gregory,  lulled 
him,  and  after  dragging  his  body  with 
many  indignities  about  the  streets,  threw 
it  into  the  Bosphorus.  It  was  found  by 
some  boatmen,  who  with  ttussian  assist- 


the  latter  shows,  in  its  wonderful 
gardens  and  grounds, 
beauties  of  Chatsworth  and  Blenheim 
combined. 

At  the  station,  as  we  were  leaving 
Genoa,  an  Italian  gentleman,  seeing  our 
large  party,  gently  accosted  me  with  the 
inquiry  whether  I  was  Mr.  Cook,  the 
great  London  excursionist !  Some  of  the 
company  thought  he  would  have  shown 
greater  sagacity,  in  view  of  the  one-sided 
character  of  the  party,  by  asking  if  I 
were  Brigham  Young,  escaped  from  Salt 
Lake  City  with  a  portion  of  my  family. 

From  Genoa  to  Florence  there  are  now 
three  inviting  routes  :  first,  by  sea  to 
Leghorn  ;  secondly,  by  rail  and  dili¬ 
gence  along  the  coast  to  Pisa  ;  and  third¬ 
ly,  inland,  all  the  way  by  rail,  through 
Alessandria,  Piacenza,  and  Bologna/  We 
chose  the  last,  breaking  our  journey  at 
Bologna,  taking  time  to  look  at  the  old 
University  and  visit  the  Picture  Gallery. 
Some  of  the  masterpieces  of  Fraucia, 
founder  of  the  early  Bolognese  school, 
and  of  the  Caraccis  and  Guido  and  Dom- 
enichino,  heads  of  the  later  school,  can 
be  seen  only  by  a  visit  to  Bologna.  Sel¬ 
dom  have  I  been  so  much  moved  by  any 
painting  as  by  Guido’s  Crucifixion,  here 
found. 

On  leaving  Genoa  for  Alessandria,  the 
great  railway  centre  of  this  region,  the 
line  pierces  the  Apennines.  The  moun¬ 
tains  once  passed,  we  find  ourselves  in  a 
perfectly  level  country,  well  adapted  for 
such  terrible  battles  os  those  of  Marengo 
and  Montebello.  Through  this  level 
country,  beautifully  cultivated,  we  ride 
eastward,  hour  after  hour,  stopping  oc¬ 
casionally  at  a  town  with  such  historic 
name  ss  Parma  or  Reggio  or  Modena, 
but  which  went  to  sleep  three  hundred 
years  ago,  and  is  only  now  just  awaken-* 
ing,  at  the  call  of  the  locomotive,  Victor 
Emmanuel,  and  the  nineteenth  century. 
At  Bologna,  turning  southward,  we  are 
soon  among  the  Apennines  again,  and 
having  passed  their  summits  through  nu¬ 
merous  tunnels,  look  down  on  the  beau¬ 
tiful  and  well-watored  vales  of  Tusca- 
ny. 

At  Florence,  the  lovely  campanile  of 
Giotto,  the  grand  dome  of  Brunelleschi, 
the  bronze  gates  of  Ghiberti,  and  the  art 
of  the  Uffizzi  and  Pitti  identify 
the  city  with  the  Florence  of  the  past 
Yet  there  is  a  new  Florence — a  whole  sec¬ 
tion  of  the  city  built  up  within  the  last 
few  years— with  added  drives  and  prome¬ 
nades,  showing  that  when  Florence  part¬ 
ed  with  her  Grand  Duke  and  admitted

The  express  train  was  halted  at  Chat- 
fldd,  by  special  favor,  to  take  in  Newman 
Hall,  who  had  delivered  an  ordination- 
sermon  on  that  evening  in  the  neighbor¬ 
hood.  As  he  is  the  author  of  a  volume 
on  Rome — “  The  Forum  and  the  Vatican” 
— ^he  is  the  very  man  to  go  as  a  compan¬ 
ion  to  tiie  Eternal  City.  We  reached 
Diej^  at  seven  A.  M.  At  Rouen  a  ma¬ 
jority  of  onr  party  stopped  over  one  train 
to  get  a  look  at  its  fine  antique  cathedral 
and  at  the  remnant  of  the  old  palace  of 
William  the  Conqueror.  The  ride 
through  Normandy  is  more  attractive 
tliHTi  the  usual  route  by  Calais  and 
Amiens. 

We  reached  Paris  yesterday  at  the  noon 
of  a  golden  Spring  day ;  and  Paris  itself 
shone  as  brightly  as  the  weather.  As  I 
drove  through  the  Boulevard  Italians, 
and  the  Place  de  la  Concorde,  I  should 
not  have  dreamed  that  the  city  had  with¬ 
stood  a  six  months’  bombardment,  and  a 
subsequent  raid  of  reckless  communism. 
The  gay  capital  was  ablaze  with  fine 
equipetges.  The  only  vestiges  visible  of 
the  siege  are  the  stump  of  the  Vendome 
oolomn,  and  the  ghastly  ruins  of  the  Ho¬ 
tel  de  ViUe,  the  Treasury,  and  the  Palace 
of  the  Tuilleries.  The  last  time  I  saw 
the  Tuilleries  (ten  yean  ago)  the  Empress 
'sras  standing  at  the  front  wrindow  “  in 
full  feather,  ”  and  seventy  thousand  troops 
were  parading  the  Champ  de  Mars  on  the 
Imperial  birthday.  To-day  the  palace  is 
in  mins,  and  the  dynasty  injexile  1  “And 
let  all  the  people  say  Amen.” 

Although  the  streets  of  Paris  are  as 
brilliant  as  ever,  the  people  are  neither 
pro^Mcous  nor  happy.  The  debt  galls 
them  ;  a  paper  currency  of  “  ahin-plas- 
teis”  annoys  them ;  dull  trade  depresses 
thsas,  and  their  wounded  pride  stings  to 
the  quick.  Poor  God-less  France  must 
see  darker  days  yet,  I  fear,  before  the 
better  day  of  a  free  Gospel  and  free 
sehoob  shall  dawn  upon  her.  Ineatemals, 
Paris  is  still  the  gorgeous  show-shop  of 
the  world.

Religion  of  tho  People. 

The  natives  of  Western  Africa  all  believe 
in  the  existence  of  God.  and  are  deeply  im¬ 
pressed  with  the  certainty  ef  a  fntnre  world. 
Their  deity  however  is  not  a  source  of  com¬ 
fort  to  them,  as  he  is  supposed  to  have  left 
the  world  of  his  creation  to  the  oare  of  evl 
spirits. 

The  propitiation  of  these  demons  is  the 
nearest  approach  to  worship.  They  may  be 
bought  off  er  circumvented ;  bat  they  are 
never  eemeUiated.  Love  and  gratitude  are 
therefore  never  an  element  in  the  prevailing 
rdigiem. 

The  belief  in  transmigration  is  very  com¬ 
mon.  Certain  animals  supposed  to  embody 
the  eools  of  the  departed,  are  sacred ;  a  child 
reeembling  a  deceased  relative,  is  thought  to 
inherit  his  sool.  The  Grebos  have  some  no¬ 
tions  of  a  porgatory — borrowed  probably 
from  the  early  Papal  missionaries. 

The  spirits  of  the  dead  are  believed  to 
mingle  freely  with  the  living,  and  to  act  up¬ 
on  them  in  dreams,  suggestions,  and  im- 
pnlsss.

the  Fathsr  and  benign  Gnardien  of  His 


betray  tk®  lackless  wearer.  It  is  all  ■  impor¬ 
tant,  therefore,  to  select  the  right  kind  of 
fetich,  lest  one  may  carry  a  viper  in  his  bo¬ 
som  nnawares. 

A  fetich  that  is  supposed  to  have  estab¬ 
lished  a  reputation  by  some  actual  proofs  of 
efficacy,  is  prized  above  rabies  ;  it  is  made 
the  object  of  laudatory  address,  and  even  of 
prayer  and  worship. 

Bat  it  is  pleasant  to  turn  from  all  this  to 
the  contemplation  of  the  trae  worship  in 
which  tens  of  thonsands  of  Africans  now  en¬ 
gage.  Each  Sabbath  morning  the  Christian 
students  of  the  Gaboon  training-school  go 
forth  two  by  two  to  the  villages  and  planta¬ 
tions,  to  read  and  sing  and  pray  with  their 
benighted  countrymen  in  their  cabins,  while 
at  tht  station  large  and  attentive  audiences 
listen  to  the  truth,  or  to  the  singing  of  a  na¬ 
tive  choir  “carrying  all  the  parts”  and 
opening  tho  services  with  an  anthem.

This  act  will  cause  foreign  mo¬ 
ney  to  be  invested  there  to  Improve  the  city. 
A  new  plan  of  the  bamt  district  WiH  be 
made,  and  wide  streets  and  snbetantMl  build¬ 
ings  only  will  be  allowed.  ^ 

Teddo  is  the  largest  city  in  Japan.  It  u 
located  on  the  Island  of  Nipon,  and  ia  sev¬ 
enteen  miles  from  Yokohama,  which  city  ia 
described  os  “  the  foreign  mercantile  settle¬ 
ment  of  Teddo.”  Teddo  is  about  fifteen 
miles  in  extent  north  and  south,  and  eight 
miles  east  and  weat,  and  with  a  population 
varionsly  estimated  from  1,700,000  to  2,600,- 
000.  The  city  is  located  at  the  northwest¬ 
ern  extremity  of  the  Bay  of  Teddo,  an  inlet 
of  the  North  Paoifio  Ocean,  whose  depth  of 
water,  nowhere  great,  decreases  all  al«bg  the 
hanks  toward  the  town,  which  at  low  water 
cannot  be  approached  within  a  mile  by 
boat.

The  Gladstone  Government  bos  sustained 
another  defeat.

'I'he  military  organization  proposed  for 
France  sends  every  man  into  the  army  from 
tho  age  of  twenty  to  twenty-five,  and  into 
successive  stages  of  the  reserve  for  the  three 
succeeding  periods  of  five  years.  This  is 
severer  than  the  German  conscription,  which 
requires  active  service  for  only  three  years. 
It  would  be  a  terrible  burden  on  the  industry 
of  the  country,  a  deliberate  devotion  of  the 
nation’s  whole  energy  to  a  military  career. 
The  great  Continental  powers  seem  entering 
on  a  new  competition,  in  organizing,  by  tho 
highest  arts  of  civilization,  the  most  barbar¬ 
ous  forces — national  jealousies  and  hatreds. 

Earthquakes  in  Iceland,  ou  the  16th,  17tb, 
and  18tb  ult.,  destroyed  twenty  bouses. 

The  Rev.  J.  P.  Newman,  D.D.,  has  had 
an  interview  with  Iwakura,  the  Prime  Min¬ 
ister  of  the  Japanese  Embassy.  It  was  of 
the  most  satisfactory  character,  and  to  the 
effect  that  this  chief  officer  would  do  all  he 
could  to  bring  about  religious  toleration  in 
the  empire  of  Japan. 

The  general  interest  felt  in  this  country  re¬ 
garding  the  development  of  Japan,  is  likely 
to  bo  equalled  soon  by  a  Chinese  awakening, 
the  result  of  certain  changes  which  have  just 
been  brought  about  in  that  country.  Mr. 
Yung  Wing,  who  graduated  from  Yale  Col¬ 
lege  in  1854,  has  ever  since  his  return  home 
been  trying  to  arouse  a  friendly  spirit  in  his 
country  toward  foreiguers,  and  to  secure  the 
adoption  of  a  policy  through  which  China 
should  be  able  to  profit  by  an  acquaintance 
with  the  ways  of  modern  civilization.  Aid¬ 
ed  in  this  effort  by  such  assistance  as  for¬ 
eigners  could  give  him,  Mr.  Wing  has  finally, 
according  to  recent  advices,  prevailed  upon 
the  government  to  select  thirty  boys  each 
year  for  tbe  next  five  years  and  send  them  to 
schools  at  Shanghai,  preparatory  to  depar¬ 
ture  for  tho  United  States.  The  boys  are  to 
be  cboscu  by  competitive  examination,  and 
to  be  under  fourteen  years  of  age  when,  se¬ 
lected.  These  students  will  be  supported 
entirely  by  the  government,  and  in  case  they 
have  poor  parents  the  latter  will  be  reim¬ 
bursed  for  the  loss  of  filial  support.  With 
each  year’s  delegation  to  the  United  States  a 
Chinese  teacher  will  go,  to  prevent  the  neg¬ 
lect  of  the  native  tongue  and  literature. 
The  boys  are  to  stay  iu  this  country  twelve 
years,  and  each  must  master  some  profession. 
I'hoy  will  not  be  allowed  to  remain  here 
longer  thau  that  time,  and  must  not  divest 
themselves  of  their  Chinese  nationality  and 
loyalty.  On  returning  home  a  definite  .rank 
is  assigned  to  each  iu  the  government  em¬ 
ployment.  The  first  of  these  will  arrive  ear¬ 
ly  this  Summer.  The  development  of  the

Samuel  A  Way  of  Boston,  being  sued  by 
the  United  States  Government  on  account 
of  irregular  importations  of  tobacco,  has 
paid  $100,000  into  court ;  he  is  negotiating 
for  the  compromise  of  a  similar  suit  for 
$300,000. 

Colonel  W.  B.  Brown,  a  wealthy  stock 
raiser,  residing  near  Kansas  City,  was  assas¬ 
sinated  in  his  yard  on  Thursday  evening. 

Charles  Walter,  convicted  of  murdering  a 
family  of  three  persons  and  robbing  them  of 
all  their  propery,  eight  miles  from  Marsh¬ 
field,  Mo.,  three  years  ago,  was  hanged  at 
Marshfield  on  Saturday. 

The  Canard  steamer  Thpolt,  from  Liver¬ 
pool  for  Boston,  has  been  wrecked  on  the 
Irish  coaf  t,  but  wilhont  loss  of  life. 

The  Germans  thronghont  the  country 
celebrated  'Whit-Monday  almost  universally. 
In  this  city  the  whole  Tentanic  portion  of 
the  population  gave  itself  np  to  mirth  and 
jollity. 

The  Grand  Army  of  tee  Republic  held  its 
national  convention  at  Cleveland  on  the  8th, 
General  Burnside  presiding.  At  a  banquet 
in  tee  evening  speeches  were  made  by  Gens. 
Meade,  Hooker,  Sheridan,  Bnrnside,  and 
others.  The  Society  of  the  Cavalry  Corps, 
Gen.  Sheridan  presiding,  adopted  a  consti¬ 
tution. 

Iowa  has  abolished  the  death  penalty  by  a 
short  and  sweeping  act  of  the  Legislature. 
The  death  penalty  os  a  punishment  for 
crime  is  abolished,  and  all  crimes  heretofore 
punished  with  death  shall  be  punished  by 
imprisonment  for  life.  And  in  cases  arising 
under  this  act,  the  governor  shall  not  grant 
pardons  except  on  recommendation  of  the 
Legislature.  It  is  supposed  that  this  act 
will  secure  conviction  of  persons  charged 
with  mnrder,  who  now  escape  by  reason 
of  the  reluctance  of  juries  to  take  life. 

The  report  of  the  murderous  attack  of  In¬ 
dians  on  a  train  between  San  Antonio  and 
Fort  Stockton,  is  confirmed ;  eleven  per¬ 
sons  with  the  train  were  killed,  and  three 
wounded.  Pnrsnit  by  the  United  States 
cavalry  accomplished  nothing  ;  Lieutenant 
Vincent  was  killed. 

The  following  are  tee  dimensions  of  the 
great  bridge  now  being  erected  between  New 
York  and  Brooklyn :  Total  length,  5862  feet ; 
length  of  central  span,  1600 ;  elevation  above 
high  water,  ISO  feet ;  width  of  bridge  floor, 
80  feet ;  height  of  towers  above  high  water, 
268  feet ;  base  of  towers  at  water  line,  134 
by  66  feet. 

There  is  no  such  .thing  aa  a  ‘‘Hebrew 
vote,”  whatever  may  be  true  with  regard  to 
the  adherents  of  any  other  faith.  At  least 
onr  principal  Jewish  organ  affirms  that  “  In 
politics  New  York  Hebrews  differ  among 
themselves  as  widely,  and  for  the  same  rea¬ 
sons  as  New  York  Christians.” 

The  latest  strike  in  Great  Britain  that  has 
attracted  public  attention,  has  been  a  strike 
of  the  servant  girls  in  Dundee.  It  was  not 
a  strike  for  higher  wages,  for  the  most  or¬ 
dinary  class  of  maM  servants  receive  better 
pay  than  is  gi  ven  in  Scotland  for  any  other 
description  of  unskilled  labor,  but  for  priv¬ 
ileges.  1  hey  wished  for  a  half-holiday  ev¬ 
ery  week,  a  free  Sunday  every  fortnight,  and 
that  their  working  hours  should  Ije  limited. 
From  six  in  the  morning  till  ten  at  night, 
was  the  demand  in  this  respect. 

A  Brltl.li-Inilla  Town  Inttndated. 

A  telegram  from  Bombay  (London,  May 
8)  brings  us  intelligence  of  a  most  disastrous 
inundation  in  tee  sontbern  part  of  British 
India.  During  a  hurricane,  which  extended 
for  miles  along  the  eastern  shores  of  the  In¬ 
dian  Ocean,  the  waters  rose  to  an  immense 
height,  and  swept  over  the  sloping  table 
lands  which  form  tee  coast  boundary  of  the 
Presidency  of  Madras,  innndating  the  conn- 
tr  y  for  miles  into  the  interior.  The  town  of 
Vellore  was  covered  by  the  flood  ;  many 
houses  were  swept  entirely  away,  and  up¬ 
ward  of  one  thousand  of  tee  nnfortnnate  in¬ 
habitants  were  drowned.  At  the  first  ap¬ 
proach  of  the  sea,  large  numbers  of  persons 
fled  from  the  town  in  precipitate  haste,  and 
sought  refnge  in  the  mountainous  districts 
to  the  south.  'When  the  hurricane  abated 
and  the  flood  receded,  the  country  bordering 
on  the  sea-coast  was  found  to  be  strewn  with 
the  bodies  of  men  and  aiiimals,  mingled  with 
the  wrecks  of  dweUings.  The  amount  of 
damage  occasioned  by  the  flood  is  beyond 
estimation.  Over  twelve  thonsand  of  the  in¬ 
habitants  of  Velloro  are  houseless,  and  are 
now  living  in  rude  and  improvised  dwellings 
until  a  better  means  of  shelter  is  obtainable. 
Three  thousand  nnfortunate  families  Rre 
stated  to  be  utterly  destitute,  every  portion 
of  their  effects  having  been  swept  away  by 
the  voracious  flood.  Thousands  of  acres  of 
crops,  which  before  the  present  calamity 
were  in  a  thriving  condition,  are  totally 
ruined,  and  the  prospects  of  the  sufferers 
with  regifrd  to  means  of  subsistence  are  at 
present  of  a  most  discouraging  character. 

The  despatch  (May  7)  stating  that  there 
had  been  iw  flood  in  Melbourne,  Australia, 
whereby  400  persons  were  drowned,  is  an  er 
ror.  It  undoubtedly  referred  to  the  above- 
mentioned  disaster.

Ths  magnitude  and  importance  of  the 
Chzsapkau  and  Ohio  Railboad,  as  a  short, 
low  grade,  economical  line  of  transportation 
between  tide-water  navigation  and  the  prin¬ 
cipal  cities  of  the  Western  States,  is  becom¬ 
ing  more  apparent  as  it  approaches  comple¬ 
tion.

The  bank  statement  for  the  week  as  com¬ 
pared  with  the  preceding  returns,  shows  an 
increase  of  $711,600  in  loans  and  discounts, 
$304,700  in  specie,  $1,500,200  in  legal  ten¬ 
ders,  $2,000,100  in  net  deposits,  and  a  de¬ 
crease  of  $75,800  in  circulation. 

Money  was  easy  at  5  to  6  per  cent,  on  call. 
Prime  business  notes  are  discounted  at  7  to 
8  per  cent.,  and  good  names  at  8  to  9  per 
cent.  The  supply  of  money  offering  on  the 
market  for  temporary  use,  is  in  excess  of  the 
current  demend. 

The  government  bond  market  was  dull  and 
steady.  Transactions  in  specnlative  stocks 
were  quite  liberal  during  the  week.  Pacific 
Mail  was  active  to-day,  and  ranged  from  82 
to  845.

The  stock 
of  bleached  and  unbleached  cottons  is  held 
by  mannfactnrers’  agents  at  steady  prices, 
althongh  purchases  of  c«nsiderable  lots  ot 
almost  any  grade  could  undoubtedly  be 
made  at  some  concession  from  the  nominal 
asking  rates.  Prints  have  moved  less  freely, 
but  the  recently  revised  prices  were  steadily 
maintained.  Ticks,  stripes,  denims,  and 
checks,  remained  inactive  ;  woollens  of  most 
descriptions  of  heavy  weight  are  held  at 
firm  prices,  while  fabrics  particularly  adapt¬ 
ed  to  Spring  wear  are  pressed  for  sale  at  ea¬ 
sier  rates. 

The  demand  for  imported  fabrics  from 
first  hands  has  been  chiefly  restricted  to  a 
few  specialties.  The  jobbers  generally  have  an 
ample  stock  of  seasonable  productions,  which 
they  appear  to  be  anxious  to  distribute  as 
rapidly  as  possible  before  the  close  of  the 
Spring  business.  The  importers  seem  dis¬ 
posed  to  close  ont  their  remaining  stock  of 
Spring  aud  Summer  fabrics,  and  most  de¬ 
scriptions  of  British  and  Continental  produc¬ 
tions  are  offered  at  reduced  prices  in  the 
hope  of  stimulating  trade.
